Mxe By Fe McDonald doclared that ‘the property was zoned originally as residential, but beeause
of the proximity of the streot car tracks, the Zoard of AdJustment had recommended that some be
changed to commercial; and that since thé removal of the atxeot caxr traclks, tho preoporty has bacomo
more desirable as renidentialy and that none of the property ownera, oxcept opponent, knew that
vame wus clapsifiod as commereial,

Mre Me 8. Bowen declored that at the time this property was rezoned as commorcial, he had no
Inowledge of same; and that he objects to having buoiness thore.

Mrs Pranle Burnetto declared that he had no imowledgo of same whon the property was rozoned an
commarcial: and that he 1g in favor of having name rezoned resldontial.

Mrs. Ramon Mallew doclared that when their proporty was purchiesed two years agoe, they had no
knovledge that it was zoned am commercial,

Mra. Fannlo Wilcox declared that thelr property had been a homostoad for more than twonty

that 4t be regoned ap residontianl,
Mra. DeVWitt Jenninge declarcd that thelr property had beon in her family for over thirty yeers;

and that they wished ¢ rezoned aa recidential,

Wo other property owners or intornsted pernons desiring to ho heard, the hearing was thereupon
cloned; and the Olty Attornoy wao dlrected to prepare the nocessary ordinance changing the ufore-

sald proporty from "C" Commercial District to "AY Renidenco Distxict, as recummonded by the Board

of Adjustment,

In tho matter of change in USE deaiunatiﬁn of the property at the northeast cornocr of Fleventh
Street and Rio Grande Strost, the followlng appoared and wore hoards

Mrs Paul R. Tilley, praoponent, plead for the chenge on the grounds that there ie buelneas in
the samec hlocl: at ﬁreaent: that the contemplated use of this promerty will not be objectionable to
surrounding property owners; that he bought the place with the undoerstanding that he could conduct
hig little business thore; and that the change is necessary in the further conduct of such business.

Mr. Ws C, Schulle plead for the change, declaring that samo should he mado to apply to the
entire block, as he hod heen prevented from developing his property for business uses becaunsc of
1ts zoning,

Among the group of proparty owners opposing tho chenge, the following protested substantieclly

ag follows}
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Wra. Mary Loulse Haotufeld declarod that her preporty, which adjoins the proporty in quostion

on the onst, has boon a homestoad for seventy-three years, and that the change would bo very object-

lonable.
Hr. Ernest Jarmon declorod that t.he change was ohJjectionable becauwse 1t would dopreclate the
valuo of his homo,
Mios Lonoro Johnson doclaved that the change was objectionable bocause it would deprecinte the
volue of hor property as apartments, this being her moans of a livelihood, and for this roason
dopired that 1t be kept residential,
Mre. We R, labours declared that the change was objectionablo because of its tondency to oneroach
upon the rightp of home~-ovmers, and what it might lead to Af grantod.
Hre, Molly Gude, by teléphona. nrotested tho chango becuuse it would depreclate the value of
her nreperty for residential purposes.
No other proporty ownors or intorcsied porsons dosiring to bo heard, the hearing was thereupon
cloged, and Mayor Pro Tom. Yolf moved that the action of the Board of Adjustment be sustalnod and

the chango bo not grantods Tho motion prevalled by the following vete: Ayes, Councilmen Bartholomow,

Gillip, and layor Pro Tem. Wolf: npys, none; Councilman Alford and Mayor Miller aboent.
